Control of Marin Coun­ 
ty's data processing bur­ 
eau was split today be­ 
tween the county adminis­ 
trator and auditor-control- 
ler, as possible first step 
toward placing it entirely 
under the administrator. 
T h e interim arrange­ 
ment was voted by th e 
hoard of supervisors after re­ 
ceiving a 36-page report from 
the county grand jury’s county 
offices committee which urged 
that data processing he taken 
away from the auditor’s office. 
Administrator Alan Bruce and 
Auditnr-Controller Michael Mit­ 
chell said they concurred in th* 
arrangement voted by the sup­ 
ervisors. 
Under it. John Gibb, now as­ 
sistant director of the bureau, 
will become senior administra­ 
tive analyst on Jan. 1. Instead 
of working under Mitrhell, he 
will be placed under Bruce. 
(iibb will serve as the coun­ 
ty administrator’s assistant on 
data processing matters. 
But 
day-to-day control of the bur­ 
eau will remain with Mitchell. 
That isn’t what the grand jury 
committee 
urged, 
Clifford S. 
Lund, its chairman, 
appeared 
before the supervisors with 11 
other members of the grand jury

The Marin County Personnel 
Department is “ operating vir­ 
tually 
without 
personnel 
rec­ 
ords,” the County Offices Com­ 
mittee of 
the 
Marin 
County 
Grand Jury reported today. 
"Master personnel records, if 
they might he called this, are 
maintained by the auditor-con- 
troller in his payroll division.” 
the committee said in its annual 
report submitted to the hoard of 
supervisors. 


The committee recommended 
that the county administrator 
“ immediately direct and assist” 
the personnel director in trans­ 


ferring all personnel folders to 
the personnel department. 
“ This committee found that 
personnel 
records 
are 
main­ 
tained by most departments as 
they see fit,” the report said. 
The committee also noted that 
the “ so-called personnel folders 
kept in the auditor-controller’s 
office are not kept in locked 
files “ which is contrary to good 
management practice ” 
The auditor-control ler “ must 
have a complete payroll record 
of his own design to fullfil his 
responsibility,” the committee

Plan Pledged 
By Humphrey 


WASHINGTON <APi - Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, who will 
coordinate federal civil rights 
efforts after he becomes vice 
president next month, says he 
hopes to know within 10 days 
whether the job w i l l require 
creation of a new supervisory 
agency. 
ASSt RES ACTION 
Humphrey said in an inter­ 
view that he is conducting "a 
very detailed study” of existing 
federal programs in an effort to 
see how best to "assure prompt 
and direct action to those whose 
civil rights have been denied.” 
He meets today with Justice 
Department officials who have 
played a key role during the 
past few years in government 
efforts to bar discrimination in 
such areas as education an d 
voting. 
Humphrey said he met Mon­ 
day with Sargent Shriver. di­ 
rector of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, and earlier w i t h 
officials of the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare, 
and a number of sub-Cabinet j 
officials. 
LIN K TO PO VERTY 
Shriver’s office, which seeks 
to implement w h a t President 
Lyndon B. Johnson has called a 
"w ar on poverty,” is closely re­ 
lated to civil rights, Humphrey 
said, because "the elimination of 
poverty will help greatly in re­ 
lieving the social tensions that 
cause civil rights problems.” 
Since President Johnson desig­ 
nated him Dec. 10 to coordinate 
all administration programs in 
the civil rights field. Humphrey 
has been working mainly with 
his own staff in reviewing exist­ 
ing programs. 
Humphrey said he expects to 
report to President Johnson on 
his study by Jan. 1. 
The agencies that he will co­ 
ordinate include the Justice De­ 
partment's civil rights division; 
th e Civil Rights Commission; 
the President's Committee on 
Equal Opportunity in Employ­ 
ment and Housing; the Com­ 
munity Relations Service in the 
Commerce Department! and the 
soon-to-be created Equal Em ­ 
ployment Opportunity Commis­ 
sion. 
Besides coordinating federal 
agencies, Humphrey s a i d he 
would work with state and local 
officials.

This statement is contained in 
a publication entitled ‘‘Our Mis­ 
sion in Vietnam.” Army officials 
said the 12-page publication is 
being distributed to Army men 
everywhere. 


The Army is carrying a large 
part of the load in South Viet­ 
nam About 65 per cent of the 
21.600 American military men 
there are wearing Army uni­ 
forms. 


Most of the U.S. casualties 
have been sustained by Army 
men—171 of the 237 combat dead 
and more than 1.270 of the 1.400- 
plus wounded. 


"Experience has shown that 


there is simply no other way to 
teach the techniques of effective 
combat to any army at war,” 
the publication said in seeking to 
explain why American soldiers 
accompany Vietnamese forma­ 
tions in fighting operations. 
The pamphlet, illustrated with 
a map and action photographs, 
traces the origin of the present 
crisis in South Vietnam: Com­ 
munists setting out to gobble up 
the country a n d th e United 
States coming into the picture 
when South Vietnam asked for 
help. 
In answering th e question: 
"Why are we in Vietnam0" the 
| t r o o p information publication 
attempts to project the signifi- j 
eance of the Vietnamese strug 
gle beyond its present dimen­ 
sions. 
"South Vietnam has clearly 
become a major testing ground 


for a comparatively new Com­ 
munist strategy,” the publica­ 
tion says. 
This strategy was described 
as cloaking subversion in the

Pope Colls For End To Racism, 


Nationalism, Poverty, Inequality 


VATICAN CITY (API - Pope* 
Paul VI, in a stirring Christmas! 
Message to the world, tonight ! 
called for an end to racism, na­ 
tionalism. poverty and social in­ 
equality among all mankind. 
| 
In what he called “ our pro­ 
gram.” the Roman Catholic pon­ 
tiff offered the services of the 
Roman Catholic Church “ to sus­ 
tain the efforts of men of good­ 
will to promote t h e common 
good, to bring about universal 
peace, and the brotherhood of 
all men ” 


The Christmas Message, the 
second in Pope Paul’s 18-month- 
old reign, was recorded for tele­ 
vision and radio broadcast by 
the Vatican Radio and networks 
throughout Europe and e l s e - 
where. 


He renewed in his speech the 
a p p e a l for disarmament he 
made after seeing the poverty 
of a Bombay slum earlier this 
month. 


In that appeal he urged the 
world leaders to stop the arms 
race and devote part of th e 
funds saved for a fight on pov­ 
erty. 


Pope Paul’s speech was a call 
for harmony among men based 
on a greatly broadened democ­ 
racy. He said: 


“ Democracy, 
to 
which 
all 
mankind today appeals, must 
take on a more universal aspect, 
which will transcend all th è 
obstacles that stand in the way 
of the effective brotherhood of 
all men.” 


He referred to “ the obstacles 
which continue to stand in the 
w a y of human brotherhood.” j 
and outlined them in this man­ 
ner: 


I. “ Nationalism . . . Divides; 
peoples, putting them in opposi­ 
tion to one another . . . this ! 


enemy of human brotherhood is 
today gaming strength . . . we 
appeal to governments and peo­ 
ples to be watchful and to mod­ 
erate this facile instinct of pres­ 
tige and rivalry. For it can once 
again prove fatal.” 


2. Racism . . . separates and 
opposes the different branches 
constituting t h e great human 
family, resulting in pride, mis­ 
trust, exclusivism, discrimina­ 
tion and sometimes even op­ 
pression ” 


3. Militarism: “ We c a n n o t 
help being alarmed at a militar­ 
ism no longer focussed on the 
legitimate defense of the coun­ 
tries concerned or on the main­ 
tenance of world peace, but 
tending rather to build up stock­ 
piles of weapons . . . a process 
which . . . induces men to make 
mutual fear the treacherous and 
inhuman basis of world peace.”

Col. Baldwin 
Retires 
From A.F. 


Col. Benton R. Baldwin, whose 
military career was highlighted 
when his plane was hit by 
enemy fire as he flew a reporter 
over a battle zone in World War 
II, retired last week at Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base 
A native of Deland, Fla , Col­ 
onel Baldwin has seen military 
service over a 32-year period. 
He entered flying training with 
the Army Air Corps in October 
of 1932 after completing Reserve 
Officers Training at University 
of California. 
When he was in Europe dur­ 
ing World War If, his B-17 was 
hit and set afire by enemy flak 
on a last paratroop mission. 
Heading back to allied lines, he 
ordered his crew members, the 
combat camera unit personnel 
and a news reporter to bail out. 
He then crash-landed the bomb­ 
er behind allied lines. 
Colonel Baldwin was first as­ 
signed to Hamilton in 1934. He 
left the service the following 
year and started work as an 
airlines pilot. 
He was recalled to active duty 
at the outbreak of World War II. 
He was commander of the 29th 
Troop Carrier Squadron in North 
Af r i c a and Siciliy. He later 
served in England. lie returned 
to the United States in 1945 and 
a year later returned to civilian 
life as an airlines pilot. He was 
again recalled to the service in 
1951 during the Korean conflict.

Price Ceiling Needed 
On Assemblymen's Cars 


For years, the state has been pav­ 


ing the cost of transportation of state 
legislators in the conduct of their of­ 
ficial business. 
This is nothing new. But the pro­ 
posed new program, of buying cars out­ 
right instead of leasing them, poses a 
couple of questions. 
First, should there be a ceiling plac­ 
ed on the amount to be paid by the 
public for cars ordered by each as­ 
semblyman? We believe there definite­ 
ly should be a ceiling. 
Second, why wasn't the matter, 
which involves the outlay of some quar­ 
ter million dollars, discussed in public 
by the Assembly Rules Committee0 A 
public hearing on the pros and cons 
could have forestalled any public out­ 
cry on the purchase plan. 
So far as we can gather, the car pur­ 
chase program proposed bv the Assem­ 
bly Rules Committee did not specify a 
price ceiling except the ceiling auto­ 
matically imposed by the highest prices 
in effect in the Chevrolet Impala line. 
Even without a price ceiling, a con- 
acientious and frugal-minded legislator 
might settle for the lowest priced car. 
On the other hand, legislators are as 
human as the rest of us. Either be­ 
cause they are accustomed to luxury 
cars or feel that a luxury model w ith 
all the frills are more commensurate 
with their station in life, some of them 
might be tempted to ask for the best 
with the most. 


Probably some of them did. (Our As­ 
semblyman from Marin-Sonoma was 
not among those who asked for extras.i 
A Chevrolet Impala, fully power-equip­ 
ped and laden down with super extras, 
can run up to $4.500 or more. 
If one Assemblyman merits the most 
expensive model, all of his colleagues 
should deserve the same. 
At the outset of the new program, 
the cars may range from the plush to 
bare economy sedans. But if a free 
choice is left to each Assemblyman, 
then in a few years, you can bet that 
every one of them would be putting 
in for the best. 
The Assembly Rules Committee ap­ 
parently decided that outright pur­ 
chase and yearly trade ins would be 
more economical than the lease-main* 
tenance arrangement now in effect or 
mileage payment as in past years. 
The committee must have reasoned 
that the Chevrolet, being a popular car. 
both in model and price, would be the 
best one. 
So far so good. But we feel the com­ 
mittee goofed in not discussing the 
proposed new’ purchase plan in the 
open and in not announcing a ceiling 
on the price that could be spent on 
each car. 
And any extras beyond the ceiling 
price should come out of the legis­ 
lators' own pocketbooks, not from the 
public.

W A S H I N G T O N - Nothing 
could he more welcome than 
to have events justify this 
question: How la it that the 
nation has won through so 
soon to such widespread ar 
ceptance of the civil rights 
law of 1964? 
Its earnest enemies were 
confident 
that 
the new act 
would head into the same kind 
of nullification which destroy­ 
ed Prohibition Its earnest sup­ 
porters were by no means sure 
it wouldn't happen. 


IT ISN T happening 
The 
opposite is happening Despite 
the awful punishment to which 
law and justice are being sub 
jected in Mississippi, it is fair 
to say that massive observ­ 
ance is replacing massive re­ 
sistance to making civH rights 
a reality for Negroes. 
The question today is not 
whether this Is happening — 
hut why. What has brought it 
about? The apprehension was 
that widespread violation of 
the law would be so great that 
enforcement could be achieved 
only 
by 
creating, 
as 
Sen. 
Rarry M. Goldwater predicted, 
“ a police state." 


Why is it that what many 
feared is not coming upon us? 


I AM CONVINCED that the 
answer is that the American 
people, far from feeling that 
Congress 
imposed 
the civil 
rights law upon them, actually 
imposed this action upon Con­ 
gress 
by 
their 
remarkable 
unanimity of conviction that it 
is morally just and constitu­ 
tionally right—and let’s get 
on with it. 


The American 
people are 
showing decisive evidence that 
they want to see their nation 
unsullied by racial discrimina­ 
tion and that now is the time 
to carry forward the cause of 
equal rights for ail citizens. 
And it isn't going to take a 
police state to do it. 
What happened Is that by 
this week every voice of the 
American people has spoken 
clearly, conclusively, and with 
a consensus which cannot be 
doubted.

A Little Girl's Hairdo 
Should Match Her Age

1 ve got 70 cents le ft. . . what can you suggest for a high- 
living, luxury-loving, 45-year-old adolescent?" 


At Yuletide, a little girl’s hair­ 
do should match her age, says 
Eric Knudsen. hair expert who 
deplores “ m om m y” style hair­ 
dos on sm all fry. 
A simple haircut and Christ­ 
m as adornments — little bells, 
bows or other sym bols of the 
season is all a little girl needs 
to “ look adorable,” he says. 
“A m o s t interesting experi­ 
ence for a hairdresser,” he says, 
“ is to figure who to please — 
mother or daughter. Both have 
set ideas. Little girls like long 
s t r a i g h t Alice-in-Wonderland 
styles. Mothers like pony tails 
or curly hair. Neither Alice or 
pony styles are good for little 
girls,” he observes. 


IN H IS travels a r o u n d the 
country as a h a i r adviser to 
makers of hair preparations, he 
has noted tortuous effects of the 
pony tail. 


“The friction of a pony tail or 
braids between scalp rind pillow 
is particularly bad. M any pony 
tails cause infection because of 
the continuous pull and irrita­ 
tion at the back of the head 
Braids wouldn't be bad if mother 
would brush out the hair before 
bedtime, but I ’m afraid some 
mothers become lazy about it,” 
he says, 


T H E R E A S O N E r i c doesn’t 
, favor the long Alice style is that 
the hair is usually not cut often 
enough. 


“ Around 7 a little girl loses 
her baby hair. But some mothers 
let a child's h a i r grow for 3 
years before they cut it. Fre­ 
quent haircuts, even at 3 and 4 
years of age, make for better 


hair later. It will be stronger, 
too.” 
One problem is that mothers 
of curly-haired children, blondes 
in particular, don't want to cut 
off the hair because at about 
seven or eight, the hair changes j 
color. Once you cut it the blonde­ 
ness and curls are gone. 
It is inevitable that the hair 
will be cut, so cut it as soon as 
possible, he says. T h e r e are 
new body permanents that m ay 
be given so that hair can be 
shampooed and never set. 


E R IC , 26, a Norwegian, has a 
masters degree in hair dressing. 
His courses in Norway included 
related subjects — anatomy and 
physiology and he applies these 
theories to his little friends when 
he plans a hairdo. 
“ A thin little face should never 
be m a d e pathetic by wearing 
long, stringy hair. A short blunt- 
end hair cut will help make her 
face look fuller. If her neck is 
short, her hair should be shorter 
at the neck. If she has a long 
neck the hair should be left a 
bit longer. Children w i t h fat 
faces look better in very short 
haircuts with thinned bangs. And 
1 never put curtains on a child’s 
face,” he says. “ Curtains” are 
hair draped over both cheeks. 
Children need to be free of such 
nuisances, he says. 


H E L IK E S the old-fashioned 
Buster Brown hairdo for little 
girls. But bangs shouldn’t be too 
h e a v y for delicate faces. He 
prefers a light fringe of bangs 
on children with sm all features. 
“ Hair should never look so 
heavy that it appears to over­ 
whelm a little girl,” he says.

came actors as well as musi­ 
cians. 


THEY HAD their accompani­ 
ments, for most churches had 
portable organs. One of the per­ 
formers would carry this organ 
by a strap thrown over his 
shoulder, working the bellows of 
the instrument while playing tl c 
melody of the carol with the 
other. 
Over the centuries Christmas 
and carols have become insep­ 
arable.

Christmas carols were not writ­ 
ten—in 
Anglo-Saxon until

Christ. The first printed collec­ 
tion of Christmas carols was not 
published until 
1521, say re­ 
searchers. 
Francis of Assisi started the 
modern custom of carol singing 
in Italy in the 13th Century, It 
s<»on spread all over Europe To­ 
day no Christmas service is 
complete without the singing of 
Christmas anthems, hymns and 
carols. 
The word carol 
the Middle English 
to sing joyously. 


comes from 
“ carolen” — 


THE EARLIEST English car­ 
ols were round dances with re­ 
current refrains. This form re­ 
mained fixed until the end of 
the middle ages. 
The great age of the English 
Christmas carol was the 15th 
Century, Carols then 
w e r e 
simple, fervent and full of fun, 
Then came the Reformation 
and the growth of Puritanism 
and carols became gloomier. By 


1647 the Puritan Parliament had 
abolished 
the 
observance 
of 
Christmas and forbidden any 
form of celebrations. 
Carols 
were out. 


PURITANISM brought anti-; 
Christmas feelings to New Eng- I 
land with the Mayflower, As 
early as 1621 Governor Bradford 
rebuked “ certain lusty young 
men“ for celebrating Christmas. 
In 1659, the General Court of 
Massachusetts enacted that any­ 
body observing Christmas day 
should be fined five shillings. 
The restoration 
of 
English 
royalty brought about the res­ 
toration of the English carol. 
But it was not until 1681 that 
Massachusetts repealed its 1659 
ordinance. 
Many of the early carols were 
not recovered until 19th Cen­ 
tury researchers restored them. 
Some of them were even redis­ 
covered in the woods of New 
j England and the mountains of 
| the American South.

More than a hundred years 
have passed since the Charge of 
the Light Brigade, but today’s 
bridge players are still trying to 
outdo the noble Six Hundred in 
senseless courage.

West opened the nine of 
hearts, and dummy’s ten held 
the first trick. Not a bit fright­ 
ened by the opening lead, de­ 
clarer led a trump from dummy 
and tried a finesse with the 
queen of spades. 


KING WINS 
West won with the king of 
spades and shifted to the five of 
diamonds. Now the defenders 
got their two diamond tricks, 
and West ruffed a heart to de­ 
feat the contract. 
South’s trump finesse was 
courageous, but it wasn’t bridge. 
He could afford to lose one 
trump trick, but not two. 
South therefore had to play in 
such a way as to prevent a heart 
ruff. 


TAKE ACE 
The correct play is to take the 
ace of spades at the second 
trick. If nothing unusual hap­ 
pens on this trick, South gets 
back to dummy with a club to 
lead another spade through 
East. 
This play will limit the defend­ 
ers to one trump trick if the 
four missing trumps break 2-2 
or if East has any three of them. 
Nothing can ever be donei f 
West s tarted with K-J-9 of 
trumps. 
As the cards lie, West gets his 
king of spades on the second 
round of trumps and can there­ 
fore never ruff a heart. The de­ 
fenders take one trump and two 
diamonds. 


CORRECT PLAY 
The correct play would work 
also if West had the singleton 
king of spades. Then South 
could take the ace and queen 
of spades, giving up one trick 
to the jack. 
If South lost by finessing the 
queen to the singleton king he 
would have to give up a second 
trump trick to the jack. 
The play of the ace of spades 
costs one trick if East happens 
to hold K-6 of spades, but South 
still makes his contract. A good 
player does not worry about 
overtricks if he can safeguard 
the contract.

SAN FRANCISCO (IfPIt 
The 
U. S, Navy yesterday put into 
service 
its newest 
anti * sub­ 
marine warship, the U.S S. Gar­ 
cia. named after a 21-year-old 
Marine 
private 
from 
Puerto 
Rico who gave his life to save 
a buddy during the Korean war. 
San Francisco Mayor John F. 
Shelley sa d at commissioning 
ceremonies that "whether the 
battle be in the cold of the At­ 
lantic or in the lonely foxhole in 
Korea, It is men such as Private 
Luis Garcia who are import 
ant ” 
Garcia threw himself on an 
enemy grenade in Korean com­ 
bat to save the life of another 
Marine. For the act of heroism 
he posthumously became the 
first native-born Puerto Rican to 
win the Congressional Medal of 
Honor. 
When the new destroyer escort j 
wax launched last year, Garcia’s 
sister. Mrs. Daisy Garcia de Al­ 
varez was present. 
Speaking aboard the powerful­ 
ly-armed new warship, Shelley 
said "If Private Garcia were 
here today he would be proud of 
his ship, as we are proud of him. 
"May his sacrifice be your in­ 
spiration, his pride your pride, 
his courage your courage,” Shel­ 
ley told the Garcia's 216-man 
crew. 
The ceremony was held at the 
San Francisco Naval Shipyard 
where the ship was outfitted. It 
was built at the Bethlehem ship­ 
yard here. 
The Navy said the Garcia's 
"size, armament and perform­ 
ance have surpassed that of all 
previous destroyer escorts,” and 
is "actually superior to many of 
our present day destroyers in 
these respects.” 
The new ship is commanded 
by Commander Donald A. Smith. 
It has a 79-ton underwater dome 
built separately and attached to 
the hull, which contains the lat­ 
est sonar and underwater mis­ 
sile equipment. 
Her home port will be New­ 
port. R.I., with the Atlantic fleet, 
the Navy said.
